The health of 600,000 residents of Chi- 
cago and of adjoining cities in Indiana is 
in great danger as a result of the con- 
tinued discharge of sewage inte the lake 
through the Calumet river, the engineer- 
ing committee of the drainage board re- 
ports.

Tour committee is of the opinion that it 
is the duty of the board of trustees of this 
district to furnish such an outlet for the 
sewage of the Calumet district at once by 
acquiring the necessary right of way and 
proceeding to construct a channel to connect

Dr. Evans Points Crisis. 

The report of the committee summed up the 
critical factors in the communication of Dr. 
W. A. Evans, city health commissioner, in 
this array of facts: 

The water from the Sixty-eight street 
intake is frequently polfuted. 

Five hundred thousand people use the wa- 
ter from that intake. 

“The district supplied by this intake Is de- 
veloping population faster than any other 
part of the city. 

The distance from the mouth of the Calu- 
met river to the Sixty-eighth street intake is 
too short for the purification of any consider- 
Able volume of sewage flowing out of the 
mouth of the river and toward the intake— 
regardless of even the lowest wind velocity. 

“The direction of surface sewage flow is 
with the direction of the wind. 

The direction of deep sewage flow is usual- 
ly in the opposite direction to the wind. 

“The typhoid rate of the part of Chicago 
south of Forty-fifth street (supplied by the 
Fifty-eighth street crib) is increased by wa- 
ter pollution. 

„The towns in northwestern Indiana have 
water intakes within five miles of the mouth 
of the Calumet river. 

„The distance from the mouth of the Calu- 
met river to any one of these water intakes 
is not sufficiently great to purify a consicer- 
able volume of sewage when the direction of 
the sewage stream is from the mouth of the 
river to the water intase. 


Lower Lake All Polluted. 


„South of an east and west line, drawn 


lake the water of the lake is so polluted 
that some time will be required for it to 
clear even after all, sewage and dumping 
are kept out of it. 

„These towns are now well populated, 
and growing rapidly. 

Their typhoid rate has ranged from 200 to 
1.400 a 100,000 living; as compared with Chi- 
cago’s 12 a 100,000 living. | 

“Of the several sources of lake pollution 
in this district. the Calumet river is much 
the most important, since it receives many 
times as much sewage and manulacturing 
waste as any of the others. | 

“This sewage must be kept out of the 
drinking water supplies drawn from Lake 
Michigan by Chicago and the other towns 
at the foot of the lakes. |

the Cort theater to obey a police order for the 
elimination of an indecent dance in Get 
Busy with Emily’ will receive today the 
attention of Chief Steward. 

In spite of the police order issued Tuesday 
night to cut out of the performance the 
objectionable dance it was still an integral 
part of the play last evening, but it probably 
will be speedily eliminated. 

As a result of the management's refusal 
to obey his dictum, Police Censor Charles 
O'Donnell said he would make a report this 
morning to the chief, pointing out to him the 
recessity, im the interest of decency, of either 
e'iminating the vulgar feature or of closing 
the theater until the play is taken out of 
town. 

The play is a dull, stupid affair, and, with 
the elimination of the objectionable dance, 
would prove no aitraction even t) the vulgar 
persons who would be led to seek reputed 
salacious attractions. With the enforcement 
of the police order for toning down the inde- 
cency there will be left only one dreary waste 
of inanity which lack of patronage wouuld 
soon force out of sight. 


Operate Under Injunction. 

The downtown theaters at present are 
operating under an injunction issued against 
the city to restrain enforcement of the $1,000 
license ordinance. Pending a decision on the 
city’s appeal, the Cort and other theaters 
operate under the jurisdiction of the courts, 
though they still are subject to the police 
powers of the city. 

The injunction does not operate to give im- 
munity to theater managers who persist in 
violating city ordinances and orders of the 
police censor relative to indecent exhibi- 
tions, such as the dance and other features in 
“Get Busy With Emily.” The legal phase 
of the subject and the city’s right to prohibit 
the dance and the entire show will be dis- 
cussed with Chief Steward. 


“Chief Won’t Stand for It.” 

Censor O'Donnell did not go to the theater 
last night, but when informed that an over- 
looking of the performance had shown that 
the order was not being obeyed he was in- 
dignant. 

“The chief will not stand for it,” he said. 
“The order meant business, and it will be 
obeyed. The dance is vicious and will not be 
permitted. The management not only prom- 
ised to obey the order but promised also to 
change other yulgar features. 

„Next to the dance the worst thing about 
the play is its suggestive title. Ihe piece was 
meant as bait for the lowest order of persons, 
but as entertainment it is such a poor affair 
that I don’t beleve it will last. The police 
department has been acting quietly, hoping 
it would knock out the rottenness without 
kicking up à fuss. But the management 
doesn’t seem to have taken the hint.” 

Chief Steward earlier in the evening, before 
learning that the police order had been vio- 
lated, said: N 

„I've told O'Donnell to watch it and report 
it they fall to keep within the bounds of de- 


cency, and if he makes such a report I'll take 


up the ease.“ 
Woman's Club First to Act. 

The first formal complaint about the piece 
was made by a committee from the Chicago 
Woman's club on Saturday, and it had the 
effect ot an Order for the instant removal of 
suggestive signs from the streets.

Members of the ‘senate are beginning to 
hear from their constituents in no uncertain 
tone and the pressure on the leaders to per- 
mit some kind of action to clear the name of 
the senate dally is becoming more insistent.

Two Grand Juries Will 
Conflict. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, II., May 11.—[Special.}—Fol- 
lowing the refusal of Judge Shirley of the Cir- 
cuit court to allow the motion of Attorney 
General W. H. Stead that the grand jury of 
Sangamon county be instructed to postpone 
its investigation of the legislative bribery 
charges until the completion of the Cook 
county investigation, State’s Attorney d- 
mund Burke today prepared for a continued 
prosecution of his inquiry. : 

While still insisting that he will Nve up 
to the letter of his correspondence agreement 
with State’s Attorney Wayman of Cook 
county, which Judge Shirley construed as 


local grand jury with that in Chicago, Burke 
has been aroused by his conflict with the 
chief law officer of the state and announces 
his intention of pressing his own inquiry 
vigorously.’ . 

The attitude of the grand jury is said to 
be fairly well represented by the foreman, a 
farmer, who is quoted as saying: 

Well, corn can go to h— now. I’m going to 
stick here and see Burke through.“ 

The judge intimated that if it should appear 

later that the Burke inquiry was impeding 
the work of uncovering the truth he would 
intervene. 


Burke Goes to St. Louis. 

State’s Attorney Burke left late tonight 
for St. Louis, having just arranged for a 
conference tomorrow morning with Circuit 
Attorney Jones of St. Louls. His trip is for 
the purpose of obtaining, through Mr. Jones, 
an order of immunity from a St. Louis court 
for Representative Michael S. Link, thus re- 
moving one of the legal obstacles to the 
presentation of Link’s testimony to the San- 
ga mon county grand jury. g 

It this order is obtained, with another in 
Sangamon county and à third in Cook county, 
it is said that Link can be forged to repeat 
his confession, as there would no longer be 
any danger of his thereby subjecting him- 
self to prosecution. However, the chief stum- 
bling bléck in Burke’s program is the Cook 
county grand jury. 

In Mr. Burke's absence any witnesses who 
may appear in answer to the subpeenas now 
out will be taken immediately. before the 
grand jury by Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Timothy J. Sullivan. and A. F. Bernard. 

Among those who are expected to arrive 
tomorrow or shortly thereafter are Repre- 
sentative Jacob Groves of Adams county, 
Representative Henry A. Shephard of Jer- 
seyville, Representative Joseph S. Clark of 
Vandalia, Representative Johnson Lawrence 
of Polo, and Otis and Sidney Yarbrough of 
O’Falion, III., the home of Charles A. White. 
Other subpoenas are said to be in course of 
preparation. 

Crowd Hears the Arguments. 

The argument on the motion of Attorney 
General Stead this morning attracted a crowd 
of leading politicians and officeholders of the 
city. The point at issue, whether the better 
policy in the local investigation of the scan- 
dals would be immediate activity or post- 
ponement until the adjournment of the Cook 
county body had clarified the situation, was 
largely lost sight of in the feeling aroused 
by local politics. 

Mr. Stead confined his argument to a state- 
ment of the facts, which, he felt, showed that 
each investigation, if both were conducted 
at the same time, inevitably must interfere 
with the other and defeat the ends of justice 

Mr. Burke in his reply denied the right of 
the attorney general to interfere in any way 
and of the court to entertain the motion. He 
implied that in presenting it Mr. Stead was 
not actuated solicitude for the success of 
the local invgstigation, but by influences, 
“*baneful and contaminating.“ from Chi- 
cago. 

Explains His Motion. 

Following the court's decision against him 
Mr. Stead gave out the following statement: 

J belleved it was impossible for two 
grand juries to investigate practically the 
same charges at the same time and rely, as 
they must, mainly upon the same witnésses, 
without serious conflict and embarrassment. 

“TI believed the grand jury in Sangamon 
county should be instructed that it was its 
duty to postpone its investigation until the 
grand jury in Cook couny had compieted its 
work, and that upon the completion of the in- 
vestigation by the grand jury of Cook county 
the grand jury of Sangamon county should 
resume its investigation at once and push 
it with all possible vigor. 

“I believed this to be the most effective 
way to investigate these bribery charges 
and arrive at the truth. I furthermore be- 
lieved it was my duty to present these views 
to the court and request action in accord- 


ance therewith, which I did this morning.“

Simply by changing his name and by giving 
various explanations for certain personal 
blemishes which he cannot change Moyse has 
succeeded in creating as much confusion as 
can be found in the Shakspearean comedy. 

As an evidence of the ease with which he 
“gets away with his multiple role, his en- 
forced arrival in Chicago was marked by the 
failure of Paul Bamberger, brother of the 
accusing wife, to identify the prisoner as 
Harry Vincent Kavanaugh, the man who 
married, fleeced, and then deserted his sister.

Other allegations against Moyse are that 
he married and deserted Miss Hoyte Roberts 
of Gloster, Misg.; Miss Dolly Morris of Jack- 
sonville, Tex., an unknown young woman in 
Oklahoma, and an unknown young woman in 
New Orleans; that he has at different times 
assumed thé nam@ of Sidngy Lee Harrison, 
Charles Jacobson, Dn E. L. Lee, and Harry 
Vincent Kavanaugh. 

Beyond this it is alleged that during the 
Spanish-Amerifan war he deserted the Amer- 
ican army, stale a captain’s uniform, went 
to New Orleans, represented himself as Capt.

Recipes for Using Dandelion. 
Here are a numder of recipes furnished by 
the department: 


Dandelion salad—One neufchatel cheese, four 
hard boiled eggs, three-quarters cup cooked dande- 
lion, olive ofl, one-quarter teaspoon of salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon cayenne. Rub through a strainer 
the egg yolks and dandelions separately; add oil 
until. of consistency to handle; salt and cayenne. 
Mix thoroughly, and when well blended shape into 
balls. Serve on white leaves of lettuce with French, 
Mayonnaise, or boiled dressing. 
Creamed dandelilons—One-half peck dandelions, 
two teaspoons butter, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
sixteenth teaspoon pepper, one-half cup thin cream. 
Pick over, trim off the roots and decayed leaves. 
Wash thoroughly, lifting the dandelions from one 
pan of water to another, that the sand may de left 
in the water, and changing the water until it is 
clear. Put the dandelions into 4 large kettle with 
enough boiling water to cover. Boil until tender, 
drain, and chop fine. Add butter) salt, pepper, and 
cream. Heat again and serve on toast, garnish 
with hard cooked ess and toast points. 
Dandelion soup—Four cups white stock, two 
quarts dandelions, three quarts boiling water, two 
cups milk, one-quarter cup butter, one-third cup 
four, salt, pepper.

At the same 
time Senator Wainwright offered an amend- 
ment for the purpose of giving the commis- 
sions jurisdiction over commutation rates of 
railroads and the bill was hurried aw ay to 
the printers, 


Emasculates 80 Cent Gas Law? 

A careful perusal of the amendments today 
developed the fact that at least some of the 
Davis amendments are identical with amend- 
ments offered at the hearing before the senate 
judiciary committee by a representative of 
a gas company. 

One effect of these amendments,’ ' says a 
statement issued today by J. O. Hammit. sec- 
retary of the Citizeng’ union, would be to 
permit the capitalization of franchises for 
st not a single dollar has actually been 
paid.

CONGRESSMEN SEND LAUNDRY 
THROUGH MAILS WITHOUT COST 


} 
Disclosures of Franking Abuses to Be 
Made by Investigation Unlees White- 
wash Is Applied. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 
Abuses of the postal franking privilege ac- 
corded to senators and representatives in 
congress will be disclosed in an investigation 
to be undertaken by the senate committee on 
postoffices and post roads, unless the white- 
wash brush is liberally applied. Senators 
and congressmen will be shown to have 
sent a vast amount of matter free through 
the mails in violation of the spirit and letter 
of the law granting them this privilege. 

Guarded from discovery by the secrecy 
thrown around this distinguished variety of 
law breaking by the postoffice department, 
members of congress continue to load the 
mails with matter that should carry postage 
or should be transported by expresgg or 
freight. In addition they permit the use of 
their franks by individuals and organizations 
for the purpose of circulating enormous 
masses of literature free of charge. 

Under a congressional frank every con- 
ceivable object from laundry to typewriters 
passes back and forth between Washington 
and the home districts of the members. 
When detected in this species of wrongdoing 
the members are required to pay the postage 
before the delivery of the packages. That is 
the only penalty imposed for the violation 
of the statute. 


Yale President to Pass Throagh. 


President Arthur T. Hadley of*Yale will pass 
through Chicago this evening at 7 o’clock on his 
way to.

First there is 
a case at law now pending in the United 
States. Basing my view upon the testimony 
presented by the govtrnment and the un- 
avoidable conclusions dedyetable therefrom, 
I believe’ the district will be successful in that 
suit, 


Might Get Government Permit. 

„Then there is the possibility of securing 
the permit from the secretary of war to take 
water both through the Chicago river and 
through the Calumet canal, provided the ab- 
straction from the lake will not exceed 10,000 
cubic feet a second. 

“Tf both these aventies of escape from the 
plague of a polluted water supply are closed 
against us there still remains an appeal to 
congress for enabling legislation; and. if fail- 
ure is met there, the canal should be built 
and the sewage of the southern sections of 
the city be brought into it through the in- 
tercepting sewers and the natural flow of 
the Calumet river used to flush that sewage 
and carry it on to the main channel of the 
sanitary district. The physical work should 
go forward and every legal, moral, and hu- 
mane agency should be enlisted to provide 
the water supply by the time the channet is 
ready to receive it. 

Dr. Lederer wrote: 

That something must be done at once 
to protect the health of the community has 
been proved beyond the shadow of a doubt 
and the responsibility is shared by everyone 
who, by word or deed. can aid in remedying 


or improving the conditions in the Calumet 


district as they exist now in their foulness.“ 


Report of the Committee, 

The report of the committee, composed of 
Trustees Clark, Baker, and Williams, was 
no less uncompromising in its description of

Want Park Board to Answer. 


The commissioners authorized the writing 
of a letter to the south park board asking a 
definite reply—“ yes” or no —to their 
offer to sell surplus electric current to the 
park body. 

This letter that we propose to send to the 
south park commissioners is straight talk, 
but in my opinion it is time for straight talk.“ 
said President McCormick in addressing the 
drainage board. We have put propositions 
for furnishing power to the various munici- 
pal bodies, and the south park board is the 
only body that did not give us a plain answer. 
It never said yes or no. : 

“This surplus power ought to be put to 
some use, either for the benefit of the vari- 
ous municipalities or to bring in revenue to 
the district.”’

Village of Mosinee, Wis., Suffers; Grand 
Marais Is Saved. 


Duluth, Minn., May 11.—{Special. ]—Thou- 
sands of acres of standing timber are ablaze 
in Minnesota and Wisconsin, and in scores 
of cities and villages the entire male popula- 
tion has turned out to fight the flames and 
keep them from destroying the buijdings. 
These tirés have been raging for several days, 
and unless a heavy downpour.of rain comes 
soon it is féared that great logs to life and 
property will be suffered in the more remote 
districts. 

It was feared today that the village of 
Grand Marais, Minn., 110 miles northeast of 
Duluth, had been wiped out. The town is iso- 
lated and the only means of communication 
is by wireless. When Duluth failed to raise 
Grand Marais in this way this morning it was 
assumed that the flames, which last night 
were reported close to the village, hachs wept 
over the barriers and consumed the town. 

Later, however, the Grand Marais wireless 

operator reported that the town had been 
saved by a narrow margin. He said he had 
been too busy fighting the flames to answer 
the earlier wireless calls. The wind is atill 
high and the danger to the town is notover.

4,08inee, a village in Marathon county, 
Wis.. was less fortunate, although today’s 
early reports that it had been wiped out prove 
to have been exaggerated.

PAY TRIBUTE'TO EDWARD 


Duke of Connaught Will Take a 
Large Part in British At- 
fairs of State. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO “TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, May 11.—The controversy over 
the accession declaration increases in heat. 
The London council of United Protestant so- 


row to “ consider the position,” which means 
they will oppose all attempts to tamper with 
the declaration. a 

That there is a considerable strain of polit- 
ical dias in the fight is shown by à letter 
sent to the press by the chairman of the 
Church association, a society embracing the 
Evangelical branch of the Bstablished 
church. The chairman, apparently assuming 
that John Redmond was the author of the 
letter to the prime minister, gays: 

Mr. Redmond carries his. dictatorship 
beyond the bounds of decency. Before the 
remains of our late beloved king could be 
laid in the coffin he has the audacity to an- 
nounce bis claim on Asquith and demand 
that nothing less than the bill of rights and 
the act of settlement, the twin foundation of 
the British throne, shall be treated as so 
much waste paper and deliberately disobeyed 
on the advice of the prime minister. This is 
only a sample of the contempt for the con- 
stitution and of the hatred of the free insti- 
tutions of this country which are manifested 
by the paid agents of the priest party, whose 
war chest is replenished by Irish-American 
sympathizers.” 


Scottish Oath Is Stronger. 

The secretary of the same body says that 
in the Scottish coronation oath, in which 
the sovereign swears to maintain the Presby- 
terlan confession of faith in Scotland, the 
affirmations concerning the pope and Roman- 
ism are much stronger than the English dec- 
laration. Ring George already hes taken 
this oath, adds the secretary. 

The church ‘association has sent Mr. As- 
quith and every member ‘of both houses of 
parllament a copy of a resolution passed by 
the association denouncing the proposal to 
repress the declaration and demanding that 
the government “ promptly reject Mr. Red- 
mond’s insidious appeal.” 

The English Church union takes a differ- 
ent view. The. union intends to use all its 
influence to get the declaration reasonably 
amended. It holds that it would suffice if 
the king were to swear to protect the rights 
and liberties of the English church without 
reiterating the old world theological argu- 
ment. 


Parliament Lauds Dead King. 

Parliament paid a tribute to the memory 
of King Edward today, adopting addresses 
of condolence and congratulations to the new 
king. Premier Asquith, in the house of com- 
mons, and the earl of Crewe, in the house of 
lords, delivered eulogies on Edward VII., and 
both showed great emotion. 

King George and the queen mother received 
at Marlborough house and Buckingham pal- 
ace, respectively, deputations from the lords 
and commons bearing the resolutions. Num- 
bers of beautiful wreaths are arriving at the 
palace, but at the queen mother’s special re- 
quest all flowers will be sent to Windsor 
castle. The funeral will be of miltary char- 
acter, and it is considered that carrying 
wreaths in procession would be incongruous. 

The announcement that ex-President 
Roosevelt will attend the funeral as the spe- 
cial representative of the United States has 
been received with great satisfaction by the. 
British public. 

The fulfillment of King Edward’s wieh that 
his brother, the Duke of Connaught, be ap- 
pointed governor general of Canada is likely 
to be delayed. It is understood that the 
duke is to take an increased share in royal 
functions ip Great Britain until the Duke of 
Cornwall becomes old enough to take his 
place in the ceremonials as the Prince of 
Wales. It is possible that the Duke of Con- 
naught will be appointed regent in the event 
of King George dying while the Duke of 
Cornwall is under age. 


DE SAGAN IN A NEW LAWSUIT. 


Applies for Nullification of Judgment 
Regarding Trustee of His Biles- 
ian Estates. 


PARIS, May 11.—The Duke de Tallyrand, 
formerly known as Prince Helie de Sagan, 
has applied to the courts to nullify the judg- 
ment during the lifetime of his father ap- 
pointing Count Hatzfeldt trustee of his Si- 
lesian estates.

DROP TO EARTH LIKE LEAD. 


Forbes and Yates Ascend 20,600 Feet; 
Nearly Freeze; Will Recover. 


Horse Cave, Ky., May 11.—[Special.}—A. 
Holland Forbes and J. C. Yates, balloonists, 
who dropped from the sky near here yester- 
Gay and were picked up apparently near 
death, will both get well and be out again 


4 soon. 


Forbes, who resides at Bridgeport, Conm, 
is vice president of the Aero club of Amer 
ica, and Yates, who lives in New York and 
was on his first journey in the air, had a 
sensational trip of 400 miles, which reached 
its climax when they fell like lead from a 
height of 100 feet and were knocked uncon- 
scious by the impact with the earth. 

But today they have so far recovered that, 
although still in bed. they expect to travel 
within two or three days. 

The men left Quincy, III., on Monday at 
6:55 p. m. in the Viking, in an effort to beas 
the long distance record. They landed, pre- 
cipitately, near Center, Ky., about twenty 
miles from Horse Cave, at 4 p. m. yesterday. 
In the flight they were carried over four 
states—Illinois, Missouri, Indiana, and Ken- 
tucky, and once reached an altitude of 20,600 
féet. 


Nearly Freeze to Death. 

They encountered two snowstorms, nearly 
lost consciousness from the cold, and discov- 
ered when at last they gave up the plan to 
make a record and concluded to descend that 
their efforts to let out gas by the valve did not 
succeed in getting them to the ground as rap- 
idly as desired. 

Finally when nearly frozen to death they 
decided to use the rip cord. It did not work 
well and ripped the bag almost from top to 
bottom. This let out the gas only too well and 
the descent was so rapid that the aeronauts 
remembered no more until after doctors had 
treated them for some time. 

Farmers who picked them up at frst 
thought they were dead. The balloon was 
badly damaged. 


Long and Adventurous ais 
Forbes has had a long and adventurqus ca- 
reer as a balloonist. On Oct. 11, 1906, while 
competing for the James Gorton Bennett dis- 
tance trophy at Berlin, his balloon, the Con- 
queror, burst at a height of 3.000 feet and fell 
swiftly. The gas bag, however, spread after 
Its collapse into a parachute form and low- 
ered the aeronaut gently to a housetop unin- 
jured. 

Forbes won the Lahm cup on Oct. 14, 1909, 
for the longest flight of that year. With Max 
C. Fleischmann of Cincinnati he started from 
St. Louis on Oct. 12 and landed in Chesterfield 
county, Va., after covering a distance of 731 
miles in 19 hours and 15 minutes.

Taft Attends Unveiling of 
Monuments to Kosciusko 
and Pulaski. - 


AMERICA AIDED BY THEM. 


Foreign Warriors Did Much to 
Win Freedom from Great 
Britain’s Rule, 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—President Taft 
today paid tribute to the foreign soldiers who 
helped the United States to win independ- 
ence. He attended the unveiling of the stat~- 
ues of Pulaski and Kosciusko, the former at 
Thirteenth street and Pennsylvania avenue 
and the latter in Lafayette square. Mr. Taft 
delivered the eulogy at the Pulaski statue, 
while Secretary of War Dickinson was the 
principal speaker at the Kosciusko cere-. 
monies. 

“It is ide to speculate what might have 
been ‘the success of American arms in the 
war of the revolution had we not been as- 
sisted by foreign nations and subjects of for- 
eign countries,” Walid Mr. Taft. It is suf 
cient to note that those who assisted us con- 
tributed materially to our success, and it is 
appropriate that we should give enduring evi- 
dence of our gratitude to those who sympa- 
thized with us in that struggle and aided us in 
bringing about the independence which has 
made the progress of our country to its pres- 
ent stage possible, 


Reviews Life of Pulaski. 


“ Brig. Gen. Count Casimir Pulaski was the 
son of Count Joseph Pulaski of Poland. who 
conceived it his duty to organize a confeder- 
acy to maintain his country’s independence, 
and in that struggle he enlisted not only 
many of his Polish leaders but his three sons 
and a nephew. 

Ot those five men four perished in the 
struggle in Poland. Only one, Casimir, es- 
caped to Turkey, thence to France, where 
under the influence of our Franklin he was in- 
duced to come to this country te give te us 
the benef® of his skill of arms. 

When he came here the American army 
practically had no cavalry, and to him was 
turned over the question of the organization 
of a cavalry force. At Brandywine end at 
Germantown he showed the mettle thet was 
in him. The insufficiency of the American 
cavairy was puch that he was hampered in 
the movements that he sought to make, but in 
that dread. winter at Valley Forge by forag- 
ing and by harassing the enemy he occasion- 
ally threw a gleam of sunshine inte that 
darkened refuge of the American troops. 

“Could he have looked forward te the 
coming to this country of three millions of 
his Polish fellow citizens, could he have seen 
them take their honorable part in the Ameri- 
can electorate, could he have seen the wel- 
come they have received, the prosperity they 
have aided, the strength that they have given 
to this country, and the happiness that they 
have found under the banner that he labored 
to make triumphant, he would indeed have 
felt that his labors were not in vain.” 


Tribute Paid to Kosciusko. 


In his tribute to Kosciuske Secretary Dick- 
inson sald: 

“ Kosciusko, not as an adventurous knight 
seeking merely fame and fortune but in- 
spired by a love of human liberty, came to 
fight, as he declared to Washington, ‘as a 
volunteer for American independence.’ Made 
at once by congress a colonel and assigned 
to the duties of engineer, he began a career 
of valuable and effective services which ter- 
minated only when victory, crowning our 
arms, made them no longer needed. 

It was & fitting recognition that he should . 
receive the thanks of congress and be bre. 
vetter as Urigadier. Gratifying as these hon- 
ors were, he no doubt felt he had recetved 
a far greater reward in being able to lay 
upon the altar of Poland the rich fruits of 
experienced and wisdom Which he had gar- 
nered under the tutelage of Washington

That 
she does not yet completely control all its re- 
sources was betrayed by an occasional forcing 
of the high tones and a tendency to disregard 
the values of mezzo-voce. Also she has not yet 
learned to vary the tone color to suit the pass- 
ood of the text as certainly as some of 
her more distinguished colleagues. However, 
there is every reason to believe that. this will 
come with time and experience, for Miss Elwell 
has in addition to her present considerable at- 
tainments that most valued of all assets— 
namely: youth.

Every lover of the English language cquld find 
it in his heart to forgive Miss Elwell far great- 
er faults than the slight ones she is guilty of in 
the light of her beautiful enunciation and pro- 
nunciation of our native tongue. One has only 
to hear a cultured and intelligent artist sing 
English to be convinced that it is in every way 
as suited to vocalism as is French or German. 
Of course, Italian remains the most musical lan- 
guage. But are its euphonious advantages equal 
to the disadvantages that arise when it is em- 
ployed in America? 

No one who has attended the present perform- 
ances of “ Butterfily”’ in English will dispute 
the tremendous gain which the work enjoys by 
being given in a language that the audience un- 
derstands. So great is it that it is an open 
question whether the recent performances of 
this opera by the Metropolitan forces, despite 
their far greater musical worth and distinction, 
were really productive of more enjoyment to 
the general public than are the modest efforts 
of the Aborn company. 

For here the audience understands all that is 
going on, grasps every detail of dialogue. It is 
remarkable, too, how the music seems to im- 
prove as music when the text it accompanies 
and illuminates is fully comprehended.

A Novel of Real Love.: 


“THE HEART OF DESIRE,” by Elizabeth 
Desjeans, is the story of the love of man for 
woman which persisted beyond denial and mys- 
tery and misunderstanding—the real love that 
women dream about. The heroine is a woman 
beautiful as a madonna by 
Raphael, child in years whén she first comes 
on the scene, but one who has suffered all of 
womanhood’s enlightenment, She-has a genius 
tor silence and concealment, hence is doubly 
adorable, being wrapped in mystery as well as 
beauty.

AVARA, Sicily, Feb. 26.—When we left 
Girgenti this morning for our drive to 
Favara, my guide, the Sicilian vice consul 
ef the United States in Palermo, told me 
to leave all my money behind, likewise 
my watch. After a moment's hesitation, he 
added: “Better leave your ring and scarfpin 
also. The sight of such things is likely to 
incite. somebody in Favara to hold us up.” 
Favara is a mean, sordid, squalid town. It 
reminds me e Menfi. There are two classes 
of towns in Sicily: those which are the resi- 
dence of a prince or duke, with pretentious 
churches and palaces; and those which have 
grown up more recently, perhaps. the property 
of a petty baron. In towns of the former group 
squalor is the exception; of the latter it is the 
rule. Menfi and Favara ‘belorig to the ‘latter 
group. 7 
In all the Sicilian towns I have visited it is 
easy to find evidence of what we call degrada- 
tion and privation. I realize more and more 
that the average Sicilian is conscious of 
neither. His wants are few. He may even be 
happy in a single room, damp, cheerless, and 
windowless, which he shares with his mule, 
providing he can appear well dressed once a 
week, have enough food to sustain life, and pay 
for the pomp his society demands at weddings 
and funerals. * 


Land Poor; 3 Small. 


Favara is eight miles from Girgenti. The 
road winds and twists and curves around among 
hills. The ride is tiresome, but always interest- 
ing. No houses, except for temporary use, are 


seen between the two towns. The land is poor; 


the farms are small. The crops are wheat and 
beans. We pass many wagons and mules bear- 
ing blocks of sulphur to Girgenti. Every horse 
in the long line of sulphur bearing carts is dis- 
figured by ugly sores. Sicilian cruelty to ani- 
mals is proverbial. In the bean fields peasants 
ere cutting weeds with primitive mattocks. 
‘Each gang of ten or fifteen is. in charge of a 
boss, perhaps the landlord himself, distinguished 
from the others only by his cloak, long stemmed 
pipe, and the fact that he is sitting. Much of 
the country is of such a rocky and forbidding 
nature that it is not fit for cultivation. 
It is hard to realize that Favara contains 
more than 20,000 inhabitants. An uninterest- 
ing ancient palace and a modern cathedral, the 
high yellow dome of which rises above the 
town and distinguishes it from afar, are its 
only features of interest. The plaza, long and 
narrow, is meanly paved with poor cobblestone. 
The streets in general are unpaved. There are 
no sidewalks. Nearly all the streets are in 
bad condition, many of them choked with refuse 
thrown from the houses, and often foul and 
sickening. It has been raining and down the 
center of each street runs a stream of dark, 
foul water. The courtyards are worse than the 
streets. | 
The houses, packed one against another, are 
of one and two stories. The walls are of rough 
stone. once covered. with plaster and tinted. 
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March and April. Many return to spend the 
winter here in idleness, believing that they can 
live here more cheaply than in the United 
States. The majority have gone to New York; 
the remainder to ‘‘ Bostonmass "—for thus they 
invariably speak of Boston—or to Rochester. 
About ten families are not expected to return. 


Emigrants Are Farm Laborers. 


The majority of the emigrants are contadini, 
or farm laborers. But the majority of the in- 
habitants.of Favara are dependent for support 
on the sulphur mines of the vicinity. The pros- 
perity of the sulphur miners has alone held 
down emigration. Their wages vary from 50 to 
80 cents a day. The peasant farm laborers re- 
ceive only about 30 cents a day. None of the 
emigrants are land owners. A few are the sons 
of petty farmers. Land in the vicinity varies 
from $10 an acre for pasture to $250 an acre 
for almond, orange, or olive groves. Bean or 
wheat land varies from $25 to $50 an acre. 

The peasant laborers, as a class, are much 
better men, more law abiding, and more re- 
liable in every way than the sulphur miners. 
The miners frequently spend the fruit of fif- 
teen days work in a single night, drinking and 
gambling. Crime, which is characteristic of 
Favara and places it among the lowest of Sicil- 
jan towns, is due largely to the miners. Should 
the mines close down, as they have in many 
other parts of Sicily, the agents believe that 
emigration from Favara would reach 6,000 in 
two or three years. 

While Favara has a notoriously bad record, 
few of the criminals, so the agents say, have 
emigrated. This is chiefly due to their igno- 
rance and poverty. Of the five murders in thé 
vicinity. in the last seven days, one was a 
peasant at the edge of town, for an unknown 
cause and by an unknown assailant. The other 
four were two married couples, well to do, in 
country houses near town. They were mur- 
dered for as much wheat as might be carried 
from the house on three mules. Week béfore 
last a drummer was held up by two men in the 
afternoon in front of the hotel and obliged to 
hand over his money. 


Murder an Ordinary Thing. 


Murder is so frequent in Favara that it causes 
no comment. It is assumed that there will be 
a certain number of homicides each week. Mur- 
ders are frequent because human life is held in 
cheap regard, People get hungry, they are 
fanatics and fatalists, and they take not only 
vengeance but the right to equalize the distri- 


‘bution of wealth into their own hands. Appar- 


ently Favara is today where Menfi was a few 
years ago. It only ‘lacks the closing of the 
sulphur: mines to cause the same exodus which 
has taken place in Meni. Thus the primary 
cause of crime, poverty, will be removed, and 
the notoriously bad characters. wanted by the 
police, against whom evidence will not be forth- 
coming, will de allowed to emigrate and the 
atmosphere will be cleared. 

The big cathedral, with its fine stone floor, 
marble columns, inlaid marble shrines, and 
magnificent. statues of the Virgin Mary, is in 
perfect order. .The one school of Favara is also 
in full working order. 

Imagine a town fof 20,000 with one school in 
an old wine warehouse, fronting a mean, nar- 
row, foul street. The two story building within 
has been cut up into cells and long, narrow, tile 
paved corridors. According to the director, not 
more than half the children go to school. This 
is due to the ignorance of the parents and the 
fact that they cannot afford to send them to 


school; but especially to the negligence of the 


authorities

packed tightly three to a short, narrow, primi- 
tive bench, there was a single window open- 
ing upon a court. The air in the room was 
close and foul; the light wretched. 

All the rooms have soft tile floors, cold and 
damp in winter and looking as if they were 
never really clean. In each room are a few 
maps on the wall and a little square of black- 
board. These and rude benches make up the 
furniture of the school. The ‘building, the cor- 
ridors, and the rooms themselves are as unin- 
viting as could be imagined. 

Instruction is of the most rudimentary kind, 
chiefly reading and writing. Fine writing is 
considered an accomplishment In all the boys’ 
rooms I visited the teachers were men, all of 
them wearing hats, two of them smoking cig- 
arets. The teachers probably were conscious of 
the poverty of their surroundings. The boys 
ana girls are bright eyed youngsters, some well 
dressed, many in shabby clethes which. have 
been patched and repatched until little is left of 
the original garment. In a big room packed 
full of girls, one with glaring .red hair and 
another, a blonde, stood out in sharp contrast to 
the. prevailing brunette type. 

Favara remains far from the highway which 
leads to civilization, It is at least as primi- 
tive as any town I have seen in southeastern 
Europe. In the savagery of its crime, the char- 
acter of its streets and houses, the desolation 
of its school, it is far below any town in the 
Balkans. The hand of a strong, centralized 
government, conscientiously looking after its 


people, has never been laid on Favara. It is not 


pleasant to think of the result which would 
follow the emigration of half its people if the 
sulphur mines of the vicinity should close! 
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Guillotines Are Few. 


The rumor that the Swiss government, sud- 
denly faced with the necessity of executing a 
murderer, is about to seek the loan of a guillo- 
tine from France is a reminder that in the 
whole of France there are only two official 
guillotines. Both are kept in Paris, but one is 
specially reserved for executions in the prov- 
inces. tt is doubtful if one of these could de 
spared, but, if time is no object, one might be 
borrowed from one of the French colonies, 
whith have between them no fewer than nine. 
The cost of guillotines is said to be $1,200 
each; but they are evidently well made, for the 
two now in use in France were made in 1870, 
in the place of those burned during the com- 
mune, and by all accounts they still work as 
wéll as when first tested on a bundle of straw.

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Notes from Foreign Lands. 

Foreign banking institutions are gaining so 
rapidly in Chile that a bill is proposed in the 
Chilean congress to subject. them to taxation. 
On Oct. 30, 1909, they held deposits of $42,000,« 
000 gold, a gain of $24,000,000 in four years. In 
the same period the Chilean banks gained 119. 
000,000, from $36,000,000 to $55,000,000. The tax 


proposed is three-tenths of 1 per cent on the 


entire capital used in Chile, whether the stock 
is held in Chile or not.

Sleeping in Open Air. 


PERSON who has never tried sleeping in 

the open air cannot know the meaning of 

restful, nerve restoring sleep, the kind 

that puts new red blood into the veins 

and makes one’s waking hours seem real- 
ly worth while. It is simpler for persons liv- 
ing in the counfry, or in small towns, to ar- 
range for outdoor sleeping than it is for those 
who live in cities; but where there is a will 
a way may be found. The average city house 
has a rear extension, one or two stories high, 
which is finished with a brick or stone cop- 
ing, with a window opening out over it; 
where this is the case the window may be 
used as a means of egress and ingress. By hav- 
ing two pieces of hollow tubing or other ma- 
terial fastened upright at the two outer cor- 
ners of the roof an awning may be dadfranged 
over the entire space, which will serve as a 
shelter from rain, and from the rays of the 
morning sun as well. An iron cot with woven 
wire springs and a mattress of hair or felt 
makes a comfortable bed, and if the mattress is 
thin and light it may de rolled up and carried 
op egy with the folded bed covering each morn- 
ng. 

The covering to be used for outdoor sleep- 
ing can only be determined by individual pref- 
erence. Many persons like sleeping between 
sheets in or out of. doors, but with the outdoor 
life and camping arrangements has come the 
sleeping bag, which is delightfully warm and 
cozy, and, what is more to the point, it is a 
surer protection against “ weathers” than cov- 
ering that requires to be tucked in. Over the 
regular sleeping garment it-is usual to wear a 
gown of warm material, such as flannel or tow- 
eling, having a hood which may be drawn close< 
ly about the head, leaving only the face ex- 
posed. 

The next dest thing to outdoor sleeni 
sleep Indoors with windows wide — — 
dot tom; not opened on a crack so that the cold 
air may..sift through, for cracks are produc- 
tive of drafts; but wide open, so that one may 
sleep in an outdoor atmosphere, though pro- 
tected by ceiling and walls.

When the franchise ordinance was passed 
fn December, 1907, it was admitted generally 
that the rates fixed were experimental. The 
mew rates meant a reduction in annual in- 
come of $1,200,000 or $1,300,000, it was esti- 
mated, but the decrease in charges was so 
great the company expected an increase of 
business. It was a year before the company 
could get an accurate idea of how the rates 
were working out. 

But with the rate regulation provision 
taking effect in June, on the understanding 
that the council would agree to fair charges 
as determined by the experts’ findings, there 

’ Was no use disturbing the company’s credit 
by changing the dividend, especially as the 
deficit as it was placed was not a depressing 
Mability.”’ 

At the suggestion of Ald. Herman J. Bauler, 
City Controller Wilson has stopped the pay- 
ment of $105,000 to Thomas Boyle, treasurer 
of the police pension fund. Ald. Bauler said 
that at the next council meeting he intended 
to introduce an order calling for the deposit 
of the money by the controller until it could 

de determined whether the city had not paid 
in all required under the statute creating the 
pension fund.
